Clontracts  for  BYU’s  all-steel 
stadium  have  been  signed  with  a 
Provo  company,  announced  Pres- 
ident Ernest  L.  Wilkinson.  Actual 
construction  is  scheduled  to  be- 
gin around  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber by  Pittsburgh-Des  Moines 
Co. 

Steel  for  the  project  will  be 
produced  at  the  Geneva  Works 
of  U.  S.  Steel  Corp.  and  fabri- 
cated and  erected  by  Pittsburgh- 
Des  Moines. 

TOP  SURFACE  of  the  stadium 
will  be  finished  like  a “battleship 
deck,”  according  to  Richard  L. 
Marshall,  Provo  district  sales 
manager  for  Pittsburgh-Des 
Moines. 

Steel  plates  will  come  from 
Geneva  in  strips  90  inches  wide 
and  18  feet  long.  Pittsburgh- 
Des  Moines  wdll  form  the  plate 
into  steps  with  a “press-break” 
machine  and  they  will  be  welded 
together  into  a single  waterproof 
deck.  ^ 

The  rest  of  the  supporting 
steel  will  be  shipped  from  Gen- 
eva pre-shaped,  he  said.  This  in- 
cludes pipe  shapes  for  the  up- 
right columns,  I-beams,  channels 
and  angles. 

Pittsburgh-Des  Moines  will  also 
pour  the  footings,  build  the  press 
box,  paint  the  stands  and  install 
the  Alaskan  cedar  bleacher  seats. 

BYU  WILL  be  responsible  for 
the  rest  of  the  work,  said  Sam 
Brewster,  physical  plant  director. 
This  includes  grading  and  exca- 
vating, the  running  track,  foot- 
ball field,  night  lighting,  parking 
lots,  rest  rooms,  concession 
stands,  fences,  walks,  public  ad- 
dress systems,  scoreboard,  ticket 


booths,  utilities,  landscaping,  etc. 

Approximately  half  of  the  100,- 
000  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be 
moved  has  been  taken  care  of  by 
volunteer  firms  who  are  working 
overtime  to  finish  the  project. 

THE  GRADING  will  lower  the 
northeast  hillside  IS  feet  and 
raise  the  north  side  nine  feet, 
said  Mr.  Brewster.

Bad  Day  in  Uteville... 

It  was  a bleak  and  rainy  evening  in  the  Ute  Sta- 
dium Saturday  and  several  thousand  Cougars  supporters 
liwent  home  feeling  just  as  downcast  as  the  weather  af- 
Her  Utah’s  running  Redskins  stampeded  the  Cats  by  a 
15-6  margin. 

Actually  it  wasn’t  exactly  a stampede  and  that 
makes  the  loss  even  harder  to  take.  BYU  opened  the 
scoring  on  a field  goal  by  B'aker  and  the  way  the  Cats 
drove  toward  the  end  zone  to  set  up  the  three-pointer 
. it  appeared  an  upset  could  be  in  the  making. 

; The  Mountain  Cats  dominated  the  play  in  the 

first  quarter  and  were  rewarded  with  a 3-0  lead 
going  into  the  second  period.  In  the  second  quarter 
Utah  had  its  chance  for  revenge  and  after  the  Cou- 
gar defense  had  rose  up  and  stopped  them  on  downs 
just  inches  short  of  the  goal  the  Utes  blocked  an 
attempted  quick  kick  and  again  took  over  the  ball 
first  and  goal  to  go. 

Two  plays  later  the  Redskins  had  the  lead  and  the 
jcomplexion  of  the  game  began  to  take  shape.  Utah  lost 
the  ball  three  times  on  fumbles  and  gave  up  73  yards 
on  penalties.  The  Cats  lost  15  yards  on  penalties  and 
had  three  passes  intercepted. 

(Two  For  Utahr  One  For  Us  . . . 

In  fact  the  Cougars  completed  only  three  passes 
all  evening  and  two' of  these  went  to  the  wrong  team. 
The  Redskin  interception  which  hurt  the  most 
of  course  was  the  one  Mike  Davis  took  from  tail- 
back Phil  Brady  on  the  Utah  five-yard  line.  The 
interception  came  at  a time  when  Utah  was  out  in 
front  7-6  and  sparked  the  Utes  to  their  final  touch- 
down. 

There  was  a lot  of  second  guessing  in  the  press  box 
Mas  to  the  advisability  of  a pass  at  this  point  as  it  tor- 
pedoed the  Cougars’  spirit  and  gave  Utah  the  lift  they 
fneeded.  However,  the  pass  was  thrown,  and  everything 
{else  is  mere  conjecture.  If  the  pass  had  connected  it 
i ^ would  have  been  hailed  as  a great  play  instead  of  a 
Ipoor  one.

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184  Jessie  Knight  Building 
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V Collapses  Against  Fumbling  Utes; 
Drop  Second  Straight  League  Game

The  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity football  team  narrowly  miss- 
ed ug^setting  the  University  of 
Utah,'  being  defeated  themselves 
15-6,  on  a rain-soaked  field  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  Saturday. 

THE  COUGARS  came  up  with 
a scoring  drive  the  first  time 
they  got  their  hands  on  the  ball 
and  to  most  observers  the  con- 
test looked  like  the  beginning  of 
a rout.  The  Cougars  drove  50 
yards  in  12  plays,  primarily  on 
the  drives  of, Lou  Santiago,  be- 
fore being  stopped  on  the  Ute  4i' 
yard  line.  With  five  minutes  and 
31  seconds  remaining  in  the  first 
quarter  Frank  Baker  put  the 
Cats  in  front  with  a field  goal 
from  the  12-yard  line. 

Then  on  a series  of  plays  start- 
ing in  the  last  few  seconds  of  the 
first  period  Utah  began  .moving 
the  ball.  The  Redskins  moved  the 
ball  from  their  own  sixteen  yard 
line  to  the  Puma’s  seven  in  only 
seven  plays  on  a series  of  end 
sweeps  by  Pokey  Allen  and  Ron 
Coleman. 

THE  Y’S  defense  then  came  to 
life  and  stopped  the  Utes’  next 
five  plays  leaving  them  a foot 
short  of  the  gdal  line.  BYU  took 
over  on  downs  and  quick-kicked 
on  third  down.  The  Utes’  surged 
through  the  line  and  blocked  the 
kick  with  Mike  Roschek  recover- 
ing the  ball  on  the  high  bounce. 

Two  plays  later  quarterback 
Gary  Hertzfeldt  completed  a 12- 
yard  pass  in  the  end  zone  to  end 
Roy  Jefferson.  Jefferson  kicked 
the  point  after  and  Utah  led  7-3. 

NEITHER  team  threatened  ag- 
ain until  late  in  the  third  period. 
Once  again  it  was  BYU  knock- 
ing on  the  Redskin  door.  With 
three  minutes  and  four  seconds 
remaining  in  the  third  period  Ba- 
ker was  called  in  to  kick  another 
field  goal,  this  time  from  the  32- 
yard  line.  The  42-yard  kick  was 
good. 


On  the  second  play  following 
the  field  goal  the  Utes  fumbled 
on  their  own  28-yard  line.  The 
pigskin  was  recovered  by  the  Y 
setting  them  up  for  another  field 
goal  attempt.  This  time  however 
the  Mountain  Cats  elected  to  try 
for  the  touchdown  on  the  fourth 
down  and  Doug  Wardell  passed 
to  Alan  Robinson  from  the  Ute 
25  but  the  pass  was  ruled  in- 
complete. 

The  Utes  took  over  but  on  the 
first  play  Allen  Jacobs  fumbled 
with  John  Kawaa  recovering  for 
the  Cougars. 

ONCE  AGAGIN  the  Pumas  el- 
ected to  try  for  six  points  when 
with  the  second  down  and  six  on 
the  Utah  20  Brady  passed  into  the 
end  zone  where  Mike  Davis  in- 
tercepted and  returned  the  ball 
to  the  Ute  6. 

The  Utes  then  marched  94 
yards  to  a touchdowfi  in  twelve 


plays  scoring  on  a quarterback 
sneak  from  the  Y one-yard  line 
with  six  minutes  and  24  seconds 
remaining  in  the  game.  A bad 
pass  from  center  on  the  attempt- 
ed PAT  forced  Jefferson  to  run 
for  a two  pointer.  Jefferson  cross- 
ed the  goal  line  in  the  northeast 
corner,  making  the  score:  Utah 
15,  BYU  6.
